JEFFERSON CITY, June 17— 
Legislators’ absenteeism and aban- 
donment of official duty reached 
a new high yesterday when both 
Senate and House adjourned for 
the week, the Senate until Mon- 
day afternoon and the House until 
Tuesday afternoon. There were 
not enough members on hand by 
afternoon to transact business. 

At an afternoon Senate session, 
the spectacle was presented of 
nearly 50 revision bills being per- 
fected in the matter of an hour 
with only three Senators in the 
chamber, one of them presiding. 

Senator Richard J. Chamier of 
Moberly was in the chair. Senator 
R. Jasper Smith of Springfield 
called up the bills and Senator C. 
R. Hawkins of Brumley voted 
“aye” with Smith on the perfec- 
tion of each bill. 

Constitutional Provision. 

As a matter of fact, the irregu- 
lar procedure of the Senate trans- 
acting business without a quorum 
was not of major importance so 
far as the revision bills were con- 
cerned, although the proceeding, 
not by any means unprecedented, 
lacks much of conforming to the 
constitution... The revision bills 
had been prepared and checked 
and rechecked by the Committee 
on Legislative Research and their 
perfection in the Senate was 
largely a matter of form to meet 
a constitutional requirement of 
legislative procedure on bills.

The Dwindling House. 

In the House, which started in 
the day with 102 members pres- 
ent, 53 being absent, the attend- 
ance had dwindled by 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon until not more than 
40 were present. 

With the gradually shrinking 
attendance, the House perfected 
the $30,000,000 state building Dill. 
Completing that, it tried to g0 
ahead with the perfection of non- 
controversial bills. But it was 
found that there was some objec- 
tion to each bill called up, and 
finally Representative C. P. Tur- 
ley, majority floor leader, an- 
nounced there was no use trying 
to do business with the vacant 
seats. 

Saying that experience had 
shown that it was difficult to get 
a quorum of members on Monday, 
he adjourned the House until 
Tuesday.

LAMB PRICES LIKELY 
TO DROP; SOME PORK 
CUTS DOWN 10 CENTS 


Housewives may be paying less 
for lamb and mutton in the next 
few weeks, as a result of a sharp 
decline in lamb prices at National 
Stockyards in the last two weeks. 
Meanwhile, some pork cuts have 
dropped as much as 10 cents a 
pound in some retail stores re- 
cently. 

In the last two weeks, lamb 
prices dropped a total of $6 a 
hundredweight at National Stock- 
yards, to a top of $26 today. A 
spokesman for the St. Louis Live- 
stock Exchange said Eastern buy- 
ers have termed lamb and mut- 
ton “a virtual drug on the mar- 
ket” because of high prices and 
because of a curtailed demand as 
a result of hot weather. 

Cattle prices have dropped $1 
to $1.50. a hundredweight at Na- 
tional Stockyards in the two-week 
period, and hog prices fell 75 
cents to $1. There has been lit- 
tle change in retail beef prices in 
the St. Louis area recently.

Drastic revision of the city’s 
airport construction program was 
urged yesterday by Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst in a statement to the 
new City Airport Commission ap- 
pointed by him a week ago. The 
recommendations included: 

Immediate search for a near- 
by location on the East Side 
which can be expanded into a 
major landing field for passen- 
ger airlines. 

Changing the character of the 
present Lambert-St. Louis field 
from a passenger airport to one 
devoted to commercial and in- 
dustrial purposes. 

Withholding any action toward 
development of the _ recently- 
acquired Columbia Bottom site 
as a second major airport. 

Postponing the constuction of 
the proposed new _ terminal 
building at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. 

Funds for East Side Site 

Acquisition of the nearby East 
Side site was suggested by the 
Mayor with bond issue funds al- 
ready available. He said he felt 
that the establishment of a Bi- 
State agency would become a 
reality and allay the fears previ- 
ously held that any property 
owned by the city outside its 
boundaries would be subject to 
confiscatory taxation. 

An airport within 10 minutes 
travel of downtown St. Loui 
should be devoted exclusively to 
passenger travel on the major air- 
lines, he thought. 

If such a location is found, 
Lambert-St. Louis Field can be 
exploited to its maximum poten-

The Administration bill, offered 
by Senator Elbert H. Thomas 
(Dem.); Utah, chairman of the 
Labor Committee, would rely en- 
tirely on voluntary procedures, ex- 
cept as theré has been interpreted 
into it an asserted implied power 
of the President to do, without 
statutory authority, whatever may 
be necessary in a national emer- 
gency. 

As matters stand, this ts the 
order in which the votes will come 
and indications are the first vote 
will not come until some time 
late next week.

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Taken Away—Vatican 
Likens Situation to 
That in Hungary Be- 
fore Cardinal’s Trial.

PRAGUE, June 17 (AP)—Arch- 
bishop Josef Beran, head of 
Czechoslovakia’s 9,000,000 Roman 
Catholics, was a virtual prisoner 
in his own palace today, as the 
Communist government’s war on 
the church appeared to be nearing 
a climax. A reliable informant 
termed the Prague archbishop’s 
status “house arrest.” 

Two priests from Archbishop 
Beran’s consistory have been ar- 
rested and taken away by police 
after a raid on the consistory sec- 
tion of the archbishop’s palace in 
which police tried to seize church 
records. 

Close Watch on Visitors. 

Neither priests nor laymen could 
get in to see the archbishop with- 
out undergoing a police identifica- 
tion. The customary armed guard 
stood outside the palace. The re- 
ception desk and telephone switch- 
board inside the palace gate were 
manned by secret police. 

This close surveillance tended to 
confirm reports that in the last 
two days even high diplomatic of- 
ficials have been unable to gain 
entrance to the archbishop. It 
was known, however, that two 
days ago all the bishops of the 
country were gathered in the pal- 
ace for a conference with the 
archbishop. 

Archbishop Beran for some 
months has fought against a gov- 
ernment campaign to take over 
schools and abolish church papers. 
In recent weeks he has sent out 
a number of clerical letters breath- 
ing defiance of government de- 
crees. involving the church-state 
conflict. In one message he hinted 
that excommunication would be 
imposed against “collaborators.” 

The Government's cry against 
the Catholic heirarchy is that the 
Vatican interferes with Czechoslo- 
vak sovereignty. 

Vatican sources have likened 
the Archbishop Beran issue to a 
similar campaign in Hungary 
shortly before the arrest, trial and 
sentencing to life of Cardinal Josef 
Mindszenty, primate of Hungary. 

Rival Church Group Formed. 

One diplomatic source said th¢ 
archbishop apparently had antici- 
pated arrest. He said that last 
Saturday, Beran had discussed the 
advisability of “appointing a tem- 
porary successor in case I am soon 
arrested.” 

This followed announcement of 
the formation of a new Govern< 
ment-sponsored Catholic Action 
group to supplant the church-con< 
stituted Catholic Action group, 
The archbishop had predicted for-~ 
mation of such a group as a step 
toward a state-controlled church, 
and warned all participating in 
such a movement of the penalties 
of ex-communication. 

Archbishop Beran apparently 
recognized formation of the new 
action group as an omen that a 
showdown in the state-church 
conflict was approaching. 

Whether the church leader 
could leave the palace through 
police lines remained to be seen. 
So far, an informed source said, 
he has purposely refrained from 
forcing the issue. A diplomatic 
source said a showdown on this 
might come Sunday, when the 
archbishop is expected at the cele- 
bration of Corpus Christi in 
famed St. Vitus Cathedral. 

Raids on Prelate’s Palace 

Police raids on the archbishop’s 
palace were conducted Tuesday 
and Wednesday, diplomatic 
sources said. Tuesday three repree 
sentatives of the Education Minis- 
try came to the palace consistory 
and demanded possession of 
church records. Rebuffed by the 
consistory chancellor, the Rev. 
Rudolf Doerner, they summoned 
police who arrested Father Doer- 
ner and took him away. 

They also seized a multi-copy 
machine on which Archbishop 
Beran was reported to have pro- 
duced clerical letters in which he 
defied government attempts to 
gain control of church affairs. 

Early Wednesday, 10 policemen 
showed up at_the consistory while 
Archbishop Beran was meeting 
bishops. Diplomatic 
sources said they raided the con- 
sistory records and arrested an- 
other priest, the Rev. Dr. Kucera. 
. As far as could be learned, no 
attempt was made by police to en- 
ter the archbishop’s private office, 

Meanwhile, a new weekly news- 
paper, the Catholic News, was 
rushed off the presses by the gov- 
ernment to press its campaign 
against the church.

Number Ma, Exceed 400,000. 

Russia’s reply at the time was 
that it had freed the “overwhelm- 
Ing majority” of the prisoners and 
would free the rest this year. Mos- 
cow declared the West was to 
blame for failing to work out a 
four-power schedule, and also as- 
serted there was evidence that 
Britain and France still held some 
prisoners in the “guise of hired 
workers.” 

Although lacking specific infor- 
mation on the number of prisoners 
still in Russia, the United States 
cited figures last January which 
suggested the number might ex- 
ceed 400,000. In March the United 
States again raised the issue with 
Moscow. 

The Soviet Government, in reply 
to the American note of March, 
said “it does not see any necessity 
to enter into further examination 
of the questions raised in the 
note.” 


RUSSIANS DOUBLE 
BORDER GUARDS 
IN REICH ZONE 


HAMBURG, Germany, June 17 
(AP)—The Russians have doubled 
their border guards in an effort 
to stop Germans fleeing from 
their zone to the west, it was of- 
ficially reported today. 

German police officials on the 
British zone side said the border 
is now so effectively sealed that 
illegal crossings both ways have 
stopped almost completely. Trav- 
elers with valid papers are cross- 
ing normally, however. 

British zone officials link the 
Russian move with an east-zone 
drive for forced labor for uranium 
mines. For months, fit young Ger- 
mans fleeing to the west zones 
have claimed they were escaping 
from forced labor in the mines. 

Early this morning a German 
carpenter was shot to death on 
the Russian border near Luebeck. 
With a companion he crossed the 
river Trave in a boat in an at- 
tempt to sneak into the Russian 
zone. 

Police fired as the boat ap- 
proached the Russian shore. One 
man swam back to the safety of 
the British zone. 

This incident underlined reports 
from the British side that the re- 
inforcements to the Soviet-trained 
police are young, alert and tough. 


CROWD ENRAGED WHEN LION 
BALKS AT FIGHT WITH BULL 


BOGOTA, June 17 (UP)—Colom- 
bians jammed an arena here last 
night for what the billboards 
promised would be an “earth- 
shaking battle to the death” be- 
tween a lion and bull. 

The lion was reputed to have 
killed 12 bulls. But when the 
anorting bull charged, the lion 
merely evaded the charge and did 
nothing. The bull charged again 
and again. The lion stepped aside 
again and again. 

When the lion was “sent to the 
showers” for not trying, boos, 
whistles and catcalls filled the 
arena.

The act giving the President his 
new authority, passed yesterday, 
must be formally printed before 
Truman can sign it into law. 
Rejected by Eightieth Congress. 

Truman, twice vainly proposed 
the Employment Security Bureau 
shift to the Republican-controlled 
Eightieth Congress. This time he 
will have the advantage of a 
somewhat friendlier Congress, the 
backing of former President Hoo- 
ver, and a situation in which ris- 
ing unemployment is causing some 
concern. 

The Bureau of Employment Se- 
curity includes the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission, which 
pays unemployment benefits, and 
the United States Employment 
Service.

The reorganization bill, passed 
by both Houses yesterday, provides 
that proposals submitted by the 
President will be effective within 
60 days unless turned down by a 
majority of the members of either 
the House or Senate. 

Since Congress is reluctant to 
stay in session throughout the 
muggy Washington summer, Ad- 
ministration aids acknowledged 
that most reorganization work 
will have to wait until Congress 
comes back in 1950.

U.S, CLOSES CASE

NEW YORK, June 17 (AP) —

The only witness called this 
morning was Benjamin H. Fir- 
sheim, a stenotypist who testified 
that he misinterpreted testimony 
which Whittaker Chambers made 
before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee Aug. 25, 
1948. Chambers, a one-time Com- 
munist courier, was the principal 
prosecution witness in the trial. 

Firsheim apparently was the 
“surprise” witness with whom the 
prosecution had announced it 
weuld wind up its case.

US, BITAINORDER 
DISSOLUTION OF 
BOSCH COMBINE 


Reich Trust to Dispose 
of 30 Plants — Pro- 
ducer of Cameras, Elec- 
trical Goods. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, June 
17 (AP)—British-American author- 
ities today ordered the breaking 
up of the giant Bosch combine of 
Germany. It manufactured a wide 
range of articles from television 
sets to air compressors. 

The Decartelization Commission, 
completing years of study and 
hearings, ruled that Bosch is an 
excessive concentration of eCco-. 
nomic power. It ordered the com- 
bine to dispose of its large spark 
plug plant at Bamberg and 2 
other smaller companies and fa- 
cilities in Germany. The company 
must ‘comply with the commis- 
sion’s order within one year. It 
is permitted to file an appeal 
within 14 days. 

Recent records showed Bosch 
employed 15,000 persons. Much of 
its business was in_ electrical 
equipment and cameras. 

Under the order, Bosch is per- 
mitted to retain its two large 
plants in Stuttgart as well as 
smaller facilities in two other 
cities. It is also permitted to re- 
tain a Stuttgart concern which 
manufactures electric lamps and 
air compressors. 


Several officials of the decarteli- 
zation commission resigned last 
fall, charging that Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, former military governor, 
had made the work of the commis- 
sion ineffective. 

The charges were affirmed by 
the Ferguson Commission appoint- 
ed by the then Secretary of the 
Army Kenneth Royall, as was re- 
vealed by the Post-Dispatch last 
month. Gen. Clay denied both the 
original charges and the findings 
of the Ferguson Commission 
which reported that he had 
changed the decartelization pro- 
gram without authorization from 
Washington.

DEADLINE SET FOR ROUGH 
| DRAFT OF COUNTY CHARTER 


The St. Louis County Board of 


| Freeholders last night set Nov. 1 
as the deadline for having a rough 
draft of a home-rule charter, the 
final draft of which will be sub- 
mitted to the voters for approval 
next May. 

Meeting at the St. Louis County

The best of 
these, he said, probably in West- 
chester county, N.Y. He reeom- 
mended a study of the govern- 
mental operations of that county, 
some in Virginia and some in Cali- 
fornia, be made by the board.

It Will Save Money. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
Senator Bourke B. Heckenlooper 


(Rep.), Iowa, took the Atomic En- | 


ergy Commission to task today for 
going ahead with construction of 
a natural gas pipeline project to 
its plant at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

He called it a $10,000,000 project 
that is “needless and wasteful.” To 
that, Sumner Pike, an AEC com- 
missioner, replied that switching 
from coal to natural gas as the 
main fuel at the Oak Ridge plant 
will save the Government about 
$1,250,000 annually, .at present 
prices, 

Pike said the AEC was going 
ahead with plans to make the 
ewitch. 

Pike also argued that the coal 
industry is subject to “quite fre- 
quent” work stoppages. He said 
it is “not the sort of thing one 
should depend on when one has a 
good alternative.” 

The gas line project was brought 
up at hearings by the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee 
on Hickenlooper’s charges that 
there has been 
management” of the AEC under 
the chairmanship of David E. Lili- 
enthal. He demands that Lilien- 
thal be fired. 

Hickenlooper, in turning to the 
pipeline project, noted that the 
Senate-House Atomic Committee 
had “unanimously” disapproved of 
it on the basis of a study made 
by a subcommittee. 

Hickenlooper said his informa- 
tion is that the project is going 
ahead despite the adverse report 
of the congressional committee. 

The pipeline, authorized by the 
Federal Power Commission, would 
run 117 miles from Oak Ridge to 
Green Brier, Tenn., where it would 
tie into lines from the Louisiana- 
Texas gas fields. The East Ten- 
nessee National Gas Co. is build- 
ing it with private financing un- 
der a conditional contract commit- 
ting the AEC to buy gas. 

Pike emphasized that a sure 
supply of fuel is essential for the 
continuous operation of the plant 
of Oak Ridge. He said the history 
of coal supplies has been “pretty 
troublesome.” 

Coal still will be available as 
a substitute fuel, Pike added. 

He told the committee members 
he thought they had come to the 
“wrong conclusion” in adopting 
the subcommittee report.

“It is incapable of even be- — 
ginning to do a comparable job,” 
he said. 

Behncke described the CAB as. 
a “utopia for expensive lawyers” 
whose fees from 17 airlines 
amounted to $1,550,239 last year. 

He rapped the aviation industry | 
itself in his testimony before the 
Senate Commerce Committee. The | 
group is studying the financial | 
condition of the airlines. 

Among the points in his testi-| 
mony were: 

1.The “mad race” between 
airlines for the biggest and | 
fastest planes in the shortest 
possible time has “disjointed 
and seriously unbalanced the fi- 
nancial and economic equilib- 
rium of a great new industry.” 

2. At the same time, it has 
made it “impossible” to provide 
the frequency of service which 
the public requires. Another re- 
sult is the reduction in the num- 
ber of pilots required to operate 
an airline fleet. 

3. However, airline manage- 
ment “has begun to learn its 
postwar lesson. It is stabilizing 
and improving.” 

4. Abolition of the Air Safety 
Board “was, in my _ opinion, 
easily the biggest mistake that 
Was ever made in laws govern- 
ing and regulating airline trans- 
portation. In terms of lives, it 
was costly beyond estimation.” 

5. The CAB “should slow up 
and discourage too much change 
in the airline network pattern,” 
and should discourage the flood 
of petitions which now reach it.

Economy Drive Weakened When Hoffman 
Lists U.S. Enterprises Which Would 


Reduction. 


By DON WHITEHEAD 

WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
-—Senators said today that Eco- 
‘nomic Co-operation Administrator 
Paul Hoffman had won his fight 
|against a heavy cut in European 
|recovery spending. 

“The push for a big reduction 
is all washed up,” Senator Rob- 
ertson (Dem.), Virginia, told a 
reporter. Other members of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
agreed. 

Hoffman has argued. with the 
committee in four long and rough 
sessions in defense of ECA’s 
multi-billion dollar program. 

Hoffman, testifying again today, 
told the senators that ECA will 
use “every pressure” it. could to 
break up two-nation trade agree- 
ments such as the proposed 
British-Argentine pact. Britain 
and Argentina have negotiated a 
five-year pact but have not yet 
signed it. The State Department 
is opposing it partly on the 
ground that it would freeze some 
United States products out of the 
Argentine market. 

Senator Cordon (Rep.), Oregon, 
raised the question of the pro- 
posed British-Argentine agree- 
ment. Hoffman said: “I have no 
defense for that type of trading. 
It is the wrong kind of bilateral 


(two-nation) agreement.” 

Hoffman has argued in the past 
that trade barriers must be re- 
moved if the European recovery 
plan is to succeed. 


Impact of Cuts. , 

The ECA chief pulled out his 
ace in the hole yesterday. This 
was a report showing that a bil- 
lion dollar cut in recovery spend- 
ing actually will mean smaller 
purchases of American cotton, to- 
bacco, wheat, butter, lumber and 
other commodities. The feeling 
was that with some American 
business declining, farmers and 
businessmen will want foreign 
markets especially. 

Senator Young (Rep.), North 
Dakota, said any cut made will 
be small. He agreed that Hoff- 
man’s report would have a ten- 
dency to slow down’ the demands 
for a large reduction.

PITTSBURGH, June 17 (AP)— 
Is “big steel” obligated to discuss 
pensions in contract negothiations 
with CIO-United Steelworkers? 


On that question the conference 
between United States Steel Corp. 
and the union recessed today for 
the weekend. 

The two factions yesterday 
made their stand on the issue very 
clear. The company said legally 
no. USW asserted that on both 
moral] and legal grounds the com- 
pany was obligated to discuss pen- 
sions. | 

Here is the company’s viewpoint 
as disclosed in a statement re- 
leased yesterday after a three-

“The issue is solely whether a 
labor contract means what it says, 
or whether one party to such a 
contract can disregard its terms 
at will. Our labor contract with 
this union continues until April 
30, 1950. These contracts are re- 


openable at thig time only with 


respect to rates of pay-and in- 
surance benefits. By the terms 
of these contracts they cannot be 
reopened to permit the union to 
make a pension demand.” 
“Incredible,” Says Murray. 

Philip Murray, CIO and Steel- 
worker union president, answered 
that this way: 


(The United Press said that al- 
though Murray did not put the 
union demands in terms of dollars 
and cents, unofficial estimates put 
the total cost of the “package” at 
about 30 cents an hour per man.)

Layoffs and strikes in the fac- | 
tories caused the slump. The BLS 
said other industrial employment, ' 
including building and transporta- 
tion, went up, but not nearly 
enough to offset a 320,000 drop in 
manufacturing. 

Much of the factory decline— 
the eighth successive monthly drop 
recorded—was seasonal, the BLS 
said. 

Mid-May jobs in manufacturing 
were 15,017,000 or 900,000 below a 
year ago, and 1,700,000 below the 
postwar peak reached last Sep- 
tember. 

Missouri—Unemployment com- 
pensation has risen by more than 
one-third in a year but still is 
below the postwar high of 1946. 
Not a “true yardstick of busi- 
ness,” say officials, because a 
wet spring has held back farm- 
ing and building. 

Illinois — Unemployment will 
eontinue to rise, “but not sharply 
enough to create fears of a re- 
cession or depression.” Jobless 
pay claims are up 90,000 in a 
year, or 70 per cent. Relief pay- 
ments will climb to about 313,000 
a as against 1,400,000 


No Crisis, Says Truman. 

Truman said yesterday he does 
mot consider the rise in unem- 
ployment and the dip in business 
a crisis, although total] unemploy- 
ment increased in May to 3,289,000. 

Neither does the chairman of 
his Council of Economic Advisers, 
Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, but Nourse 
declared in a speech that a “con- 
tinued downswing” in business is 
possible. 

The Associated Press survey cov- 
ered 38 states. In almost all of 
them, officials reported rises in 
the last year in the relief burden 
and the number of persons draw- 
ing unemployment pay. 

Five states voted special laws to. 
help cities and counties cope with 
the relief problem—Ohio, Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Kansas and Massachu- 
setts. 

Cities With Work Relief. 

The work relief project re-ap- 
peared in Dayton, O., as early as 
December. Now it has spread to 
at least six bigger metropolitan 
areas. 

They are: Detroit, 1156 persons; 
Chicago, 155; Cincinnati county, 
more than 300; Los Angeles, 488; 
Cleveland, 141; Milwaukee county, 


201. 

Most of the state officials direct- 
ly concerned with relief gave such 
reassuring analyses as these, from 
every region of the country: 

“A slowdown but not disturbing” 
(New Jersey); relief problem “well 
in hand” (Minnesota); “not at all 
critical” (Wisconsin); “signs of re- 
covery (Maine); tight squeeze but 
“no crisis” (Oregon); situation

FARMER'S CUT OF CONSUMER | 
DOLLAR 1S LESS THAN HALF

WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
OR the first time in six 
F years, farmers are getting 
less than 50 cents of each 
dollar spent by consumers for 
farm products. 

The Agriculture Department 
said today that the farmers’ 
share dropped to 49 cents in 
April, and it estimated that the 
figure will be about the same 
for May. 

The department’s Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics said 
the farmers hasn’t received 
such a small part of the con- 
sumer dollar since May 1943. 
The peak of 55 cents was 
reached several times between 
November 1945 and January 
1948.

Most 
are below 1946, when the war 
plants closed. But New York went 
over the mark last week, with 
535,757 claims. 


Forecast of “Cloudy, but 
Murky,” for Business. 
DETROIT, June 17 (AP) — A 
Harvard professor looked at the 
economic horizon yesterday and 
gave department store controllers 
a forecast of “cloudy, but not 
murky.” 

In a speech prepared for the 
controllers’ annual convention, 
Prof. Malcolm P. McNair of the 
Harvard Business School said, 
“The country is not on the rocks. 
Hence, no well conceived expan- 
sion program should be jetti- 
soned.” 

“Tt is unmistakable,” McNair 
said, “that for the past three 
weeks the recession has been 
deepening and accelerating.” 

He predicted no reversal in 1949 
of the current business recession. 
He estimated it is now eight or 
nine months old. 

MeNair said his guesses on the 
economic situation “add up to a 
less severe setback than the down- 
swing of 1921, 1937 and, of course, 
the early ’30s.” 

Before the present recession 
reaches a climax, McNair said, 
further reductions of 10 to 15 pér 
cent in production and 7 to 10 
per cent in prices may be ex- 


pected.

Iceland’s Independence Day 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Today, Iceland, the oldest democracy 
in the world, is celebrating its Fourth 
of July. In 1930, on the 1000th an- 
niversary of the establishment of the 
world’s first parliamentary government 
in Iceland, the Congress of the United 
States presented that nation with a 
massive statue of Leif Ericson, who, in 
the year 1000, had the distinction of 
being the first European to reach the 
American mainland. Although Columbus 
is the discoverer of America according 
to legend, it has long been officially 
acknowledged that Ericson was the true 
founder. A replica of the Ericson me- 
morial stood in front of Iceland’s pavil- 
ion at the New York World's Fair in 
1939. There have always been close ties 
between Iceland’ and the United States, 
and these were strengthened during the 
war by Iceland’s co-operation with\ the 
Allied war effort and by the thousands 
of American servicemen who were sta- 
tioned there. 

Since the end of the war, the relation- 
ship between the two nations has be- 
come even a stronger one. Iceland was 
declared a modern, fully autonomous re- 
public, with a constitution very similar 
to that of the United States, on June 17, 
1944. In 1946 Iceland joined the United 
Nations, and this year was one of the 
signers of the North Atlantic Pact. In 
Iceland, as in America, employers’ or- 
ganizations and trade unions work har- 
moniously to further national interests 
through private enterprise. Labor and 
management are well served, without 
sacrificing the rights of either, and the 
individual is adequately protected by ad- 
justing the scales of wages and prices 
according to demands, as well as by 
such welfare benefits as social insur- 
ance. A social problem in Iceland as 
elsewhere in the postwar world is hous- 
ing, particularly in the fast-growing cap- 
ital city of Reykjavik, where over a 
third of the national population of 
nearly 140,000 has gathered. But even 
this problem is beginning to ease. 

Fishing is not only the major industry 
of Iceland, it also ranks first as a sport 
for the tourists who are now coming to 
the beautiful island in ever-increasing 
number. The salmon fishing is the best 
in Europe, and there are many other 
natural attractions in the historic water- 
falls, boiling springs, caves, and moun- 
tain views. As an industry, the fisheries 
employ the greatea{ number of workers 
next to agriculture. Many fine fish and 
oil products, for which Iceland is fa- 
mous, are exported to the United States. 
On the other hand, Icelanders are eager 
to get things imported from America, 
and the country is a good market for all 
products manufactured in the United 
States—from cosmetics and textiles to 
machinery, steel and trucks. 

Th@gh very many of Iceland’s citi- 
zens are employed in manual! labors, the 
cultural tone of the country is high. Ice- 
land takes pride in the fact that it is 
conceded to be the most literate place in 
the world, being one of the few places 
in all the world providing free education 
not only on the p and secondary 
school levels, but up to and including the 
college and university levels as well. As 
a result, there is not a single illiterate 
person in Iceland. This 100 per cent lit- 
eracy rate, unique in the entire world, 
explains the Icelanders’ high intelligence 
level and their striking achievements in 
everything from their literature to their 
sports. It is not surprising that America 
and the world have come to know Ice- 
land as a center of freedom and oppor- 
tunity that sets pace and example for its 
larger democratic neighbors as well as 
for democracies yet to be born.

Gov. Smith and Small Loans 


Forrest Smith is rapidly compiling a record 
as one of the worst Governors Missouri ever 
had. His sudden interest in small loans is a 
case in poiat. 

Why did Gov. Smith take the unprecedented 
step of imposing his views on the Senate-House 
conference committee? No Governor, so far as is 
known, has ever before intruded himself in this 
way. Gov. Smith urged the two houses to end 
the deadlock between them and “agree on some 
workable compromise that will be fair to both 
the lender and the borrower.” 

These words are reasonable on their face, but 
Gov. Smith must have known, since it was a 
matter of general knowledge, that the committee 
was overloaded with legislators who favor high 
interest rates. The committee came through, as 
expected, with a bill to legalize charges of 19.6 
per cent to 32 per cent on loans up to $600. 

Phis bill will please the small loan lobby, since 
the rates are in excess of the more moderate 
interest rates voted by the House. The House, 
if it is consistent, will reject the measure. It 
has an added reason for doing so in the fact 
that Speaker Hamlin’s appointments to the con- 
ference committee high-handedly ignored the 
majority sentiment. 

Gov. Smith’s action in presenting his views to 
the conference committee is of further interest 
because he did not even mention small loans in 
his inaugural message, which outlined his legis- 
lative program. Nor has he had anything to say 
in public on the subject since, until the news 
broke—through a small-loan lobbyist—that he 
had written the committee. 

An examination of his letter shows his argu- 
ments are those advanced by the small loan 
lobby itself. He raises the old loan-shark scare 
by pointing out that, since the new Constitution 
invalidated the old smalf loan law, “charges have 
risen to extortionate rates ranging from 120 per 
cent to 240 per cent a year.” As Herbert A. 
Trask, a Jefferson City correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, shows, Gov. Smith did not men- 
tion the fact that lenders charging more than 
8 per cent on contract loans are subject to prose- 
cution. Furthermore, a great deal of lending is 
now going on within the 8 per cent limit. In 
the accustomed manner of the lobby, Gov. Smith 
piously expresses consideration for the small bor- 
rower exposed to usury. 

Everybody, of course, is against extortionate 
charges for small loans by back-alley dealers, 
but that is beside the point. The job of the 
State of Missouri is to protect citizens against 
excessive interest rates of the so-called respect- 
able loan companies. 

This fight has been going on at Jefferson City 
for many years, and the stronghold of the lobby 
has usually been in the Missouri Senate, though 
no one has evér measured accurately the depth 
and width of its influence. : 

The lobby has received several setbacks in the 
recent past, notably at the hands of former Gov. 
Donnelly, who vetoed two 27 per cent bills on 
the ground that the rates were too high. 

But the lobby never tires, and there are dis- 
turbing indications right now that it once again 
has leaped into the saddle. We trust Represen- 
tatives Turley and Roos, Senator Pentland and 
others who know the small-loan score will op- 
pose the conference committee report. We hope 
the Legislature as a whole will not be influ- 
enced by the Governor’s sudden concern for a 
“workable compromise.” 
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Core of Mine Safety 

Representative Melvin Price of East St. Louis 
is driving straight to the core of the problem of 
federal mine safety enforcement. : 

This safety-minded member of Congress knows 
from his experience with the federal regulation 
of railroads as well as the federal regulation of 
mines that it isn’t enough to recommend some- 
thing to the business that is being regulated. 
Railroads have historically ignored mere recom- 
mendations by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission concerning safety devices that should be 
installed. When the ICC issues orders, with pow- 
er to enforce them, it gets action. 

That is what Representative Price wants in 
federal mine safety regulation. Federal mine in- 
spectors can only make recommendations now. 
If an operator declines to shut down an unsafe 
mine as recommended, the Government can’t 
compel him. Representative Price wants a pen- 
alty of $500 and imprisonment for 60 days, or 
perhaps as much as $2000 and six months. 

When there are often as many as 1000 deaths 
and 50,000 accidents a year in mines throughout 
the United States, Congress has a real oppor- 
tunity- to save lives through legislation putting 
teeth into federal mine inspection. And if it 
does not do so under the awful stimulus of the 
Centralia disaster of two years ago, in which 
111 miners were killed, how horrible a memo- 
randum will it require? 
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After that little set-to with C. B. Baldwin, 
there’s no reason for anyone not to know what 
Senator Eastland regards as his own personal 
oath of office. 
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Vicious Attack on Education 


More twisted logic and dangerously mislead- 
ing implications have been crowded onto the 
few pages of the statement of the Illinois Sedi- 
tious Activities Commission—the legislative com- 
mittee which recently “investigated” the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and Roosevelt College—than 
can be straightened out in a whole shelf of 
books. 

Perhaps this outrageous piece of work may 
do unwarranted injury to the two institutions. 
Certainly, it is not calculated to allay the almost 
hysterical suspicion which is currently encour- 
aging the violation of basic constitutional guar- 
antees. Worst of all, it recommends an ideo- 
logical harness which would mean the end of 
American education as we have known it until 


now. 


The commission begins by asserting that its 
own heroic virtue has been demonstrated be- 
cause “never ... has there been encountered 
-.» Such an extensive and highly co-ordinated 
effort to challenge its authority and stop its 
activities.” But it offers only The Daily Worker 
and ‘unnamed “competent observers” as evidence 
of this ferocious onslaught. The same kind of 
double-talk is used to “convict” the Chicago edu- 
cators. 

On such grounds, the commission urges that 
universities be compelled to conduct a political 
purge of their faculties, studehts and textbooks. 
It calls for “sufficient laws enacted to control 
those who will not be educated or have no faith 
in their God.” It would withdraw tax exemption 
from private institutions failing to comply. Dis-

Only one, Senator Barry, had the cour- 
age to dissent. “One of the most outstanding 
(universiti@s) in the world” knows more about 
education than do the legislators, he said. He 
wants no part in telling it how to do jits job 
—since to do so would be “both unwise and un- 
American.” 
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Southwestern Bell Loses a Skirmish 


In its battle for higher rates, Southwestern 
Bell lost an important skirmish in the denial by 
the Public Service Commission of its application 
for an emergency increase. The Commission’s 
decision was unanimous and it came with 
promptness after the company had presented 
its case. The issue decided here was the narrow 
one of whether or not an emergency exists. As 
the commission put it: 

Now, the commission has concluded that | 
the company’s case does not prima facie 
show emergency. Don’t get the impression 
that the commission means by that the com- 
pany is making a fair return; that question 
is not in this case. The only question at 


this time is, has this company made a 
prima facie case of an existing emergency? 


The company, in its argument, made much of 
the fact that its return available for debt in- 
terest, stock dividends and surplus, on Missouri 
intrastate operations, is 3.4 per cent on the in- 
vestment. A Post-Dispatch calculation showed 
that this return, under present conditions, would 
permit an earning of more than $5 per share 
(the current dividend rate) on Southwestern 
Bell’s common stock. That does not support a 
plea of hardship. 

If the emergency increase had been granted, 
the Post-Dispatch calculation showed the result- 
ing yield of 5.3 per cent would amount to more 
than $9 per share for the stock. That is a very 
handsome return at any time, and it is pare 
ticularly so in a cheap-money era. Southwest- 
ern Bell stock is held at par by the parent core 
poration, A.T.&T., which continues to pay, as it 
has for years, a $9 dividend on its common 
stock, now quoted at around $140 a share. 


The Commission’s order reflects in no way the 
ultimate disposition of the rate case, but it 
does show the Commission acting in firmness 
and in dignity to deny a plea it considered un- 
sound. The burden of proof to show an emer- 
gency existed was on the company; it failed to 
do so and the Commission said so in forthright 
terms. 

This suggests that the Commission is going 
to compel the company to spell out its case in 
the strictest terms at the coming hearings.

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The FPC Needs Leland Olds , 


Every consumer of natural gas in the coun- 
try has reason for wanting the Senate to con- 
firm the reappointment of Leland Olds as a 
member of the Federal Power Commission. 

As matters stand, Mr. Olds virtually is the 
FPC as far as regulation of natural gas rates 
is concerned. 

Two of the other members, Chairman Smith 
and Commissioner Wimberly, favor amendments 
to the Natural Gas Act which would have the 
effect of eliminating FPC’s control over prices. 
Two members, Commissioners Draper and Bu- 
chanan, oppose the amendments. Commissioner 
Olds is the balance of power. 

If the natural gas lobby could replace him with 
a member subservient to it, FPC would be scut- 
tled from within and the gas men could charge 
all the traffic would bear. It could cost consum- 
ers some $50,000,000 a year. 

The total stake the gas men have in it amounts 
to anywhere from $1,500,000,000 to several times 
that amount, in the money to be obtained over 
the expected life of reserves in the Texas Pan- 
handle. No wonder they and the oil and pri- 
vate utility lobbies put tremendous pressure on 
President Truman to discard Olds. The Presi- 
dent deserves credit for standing firm. 

Leland Olds has been in the FPC the kind of 
stalwart public servant, adamant against plun- 


derers, that Harold L. Ickes was as Secretary — 


His record*is so clearly to his 
credit that his confirmation by the Senate should 
be no more than a formality.

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A Problem Solved 


Once in a while a vexing problem turns out to 
be no problem at all; the people involved are 
then relieved, and wonder why they ever let it 
worry them. And so it has turned out to be with 
St. Louis’ “unenforceable” parking ordinance. 

The trouble all started when the City Coun- 
selor’s office said a man couldn’t be fined for 
misparking unless he was caught in the act. The 
mere discovery of his misparked car wouldn't 
do. To put all-day watchers on every no-parking 
block would have required maybe 10,000 extra 
policemen, so the police became discouraged, and 
a good many drivers-to-work took special de- 
light in leaving their cars all day under ffo- 
parking signs and sprinkling their to1n-up tick- 
ets in the gutters. 

Divers officials fumed and fretted over this 
melancholy situation, and they tried to pass a 
new ordinance saying it could be assumed, in the 
absence of contrary evidence, that a car found 
misparked was parked by its owner, and there- 
fore that the owner was liable to a fine. But 
Alderman Weinbrenner thought he saw tres- 
passes on the civil liberties of citizens in this 
proposal, so the whole thing was kicked around 
for a couple of years. 

Then someone had a brilliant idea: Why not 
ask the Missouri Supreme Court about it? There- 
upon a lawyer named Fernand J. Cook consented 
to be a parking-violating guinea pig upon whom 
the court has now duly passed judgment. And 
the court’s judgment is that it can be assumed 
that a parked car was parked by the owner. 

There it is, all buttoned up simply and sens- 
ibly. St. Louis has an effective parking law 
again and, but for lack of proper interpretation, 
would have had it all along.

It ts announced in the news columns 
today that the Communist Government has 
placed Archbishop Beran, head of the 
Catholic Church in Czechoslovakia, under 
“house arrest.” 


Czechoslovakia has a tradition of inde- 
pendence and liberal democracy; the other 
Iron Curtain countries one of reactionary 
despotism. Yet the despotic methods which 
it has elsewhere been natural enough that 
the new Communist regimes should inherit 
are almost identical with those which, with 
no such historical ex- 
cuse, have been im- 
posed on the Czechs. 

Here one sees the 
extremism which 
Communists seem too 
often to find intellec- 
tually and emotional- 
ly satisfying applied 
not because extremist 
government is nor- 
mal or the country 
still backward, but 
because the basis for Archbishop Beran 
a Communist government is simply not 
there. The Czech Communists when they 
made their coup. bit off more than they 
could chew and they must either struggle 
to digest it or admit a mistake which has 
earned them most bitter resentment. 


Less Excuse Than in Hungary 


As elsewhere in eastern Europe, every 
organ of power must be purged and cap- 
tured; but captured from a relatively effi- 
cient, prosperous democracy. The whole 
atmosphere of the Czech Communists’ 
struggle for power is different from that 
of their fellows; for in Czechoslovakia the 
conditions for agreement and political evo- 
lution were always there. 

This is what makes the Czech religious 
dispute infinitely less justifiable ‘than the 
Hungarian. Cardinal Mindszenty behaved 
as a man with an intractable, authoritarian, 
medieval mind who was not; unwilling to 
intervene in politics. Archbishop Beran, on 
the other hand, has been recognized by the 
Communists themselves as “an enemy of 
Fascism, and the personal friend of many 
of our comrades who today occupy high 
office in the regime,” and has always been 
most scrupulous in defining the limits of a 
priest’s activities. 


Some Details of Suppression 


In Czechoslovakia roughly three-quarters 
of the 12,000,000 inhabitants are Roman 
Catholics—a considerably greater propor- 
tion than in Hungary. The Communist-led 
Government a yeaf ago drafted a financial 
agreement between itself and the churches, 
by which it should take over responsibility 
for payment of priests and upkeep of build- 
ings in return for a certain supervision of 
church appointments. The Czech State 
Church (just under 1,000,000 strong), which 
broke away from the Catholics in 1918 and 


is on good terms with the Government, ac- 


cepted this. So did the Orthodox Church 
(with its allegiance to Moscow) and some 
smaller groups. But the bulk of the Protes- 
tants, about 1,000,000 in all, have refused 
and the Catholics, after two attempts to 
negotiate, have given up for good. 

The Government became quite uncom- 
promising, It temporarily confiscated 10 

A, 


Baptist chapels; ft denounced the Protes- 
tants for their ties with the West; it ar- 
rested the leader of the Slovak Y.M.C.A. 
and turned the Salvation Army out of its 
building in Bratislava. In mid-May the 
Catholic bishops summed up their situa- 
tion in a circular letter to the clergy. The 
new Constitution established freedom of 
opinion; but six Czech and almost all Slo 
vak Catholic papers had been banned, as 
well as routine diocesan orders with which 
even the Nazis had not interfered. The 
Constitution established creative freedom 
for writers; a new history of Czechoslova- 
kia had been suppressed. Most church 
schools had been closed; 120 or more 
priests, said the Vatican, were in jail. 


Churches Can’t Be Neutral 


The hierarchy would willingly come to 
an agreement with the Government to stop 
this “camouflaged anti-religious struggle,” 
but it would not consent to make public 
statements in support of the Government’s 
policy whenever the Government needed 
them. Most of the churches seem anxious 
enough to be unpolitical; what they object 
to is being turned into Government organs. 


A close measure of control is, however, 
what the Communists want, and they would 
sooner see priests (like Father Plojhar, the 
Minister of Health) active in politics and 
favoring the Government than have them 
unpolitical but independent. 

This is a very much more radical posi- 
tion than that of the Yugoslavs or Hun- 
garians, who from the first faced serious 
clerical hostility. The Czech Communists 
have made their own enemies and de- 
stroyed any chance of coming to terms. 


Aliens in Their Own Land 


At the recent Communist Party Congress, 


where President Gottwald set the tone with 
his call for cantinued defense against “es- 
pionage, disruptive propaganda, terror acts, 
and a variety of conspiracies” by the un- 
derground opposition, the Education and 
Information Ministers made clear how far 
the state would have to move into the 
church’s field in order to create some basis 
for the new order. Bourgeois Morality must 
be destroyed and man transformed into 
Communist Man; the process would start 
with a new state kindergarten system, and 
to bring the church into line its links with 


abroad must be cut and all “traitor” clergy 


punished. 

The Czechs will find that their measures 
provoke plenty of native resistance. The 
fact is that the Communists in February, 
1948, started something which they can 
barely control. They are like a man who 
thinks that he can ski and finds that he 
most go faster and faster in order not to 
fall down. Their mistake was to treat 
their country as a Balkan state, ran by 
“reactionaries.” Now they are creating the

Just as a veteran surgeon displays and 
comments on one of his prize “cases” be- 
fore a group of medical students, so Dr. 
Theodor Rosebury presents biological war- 
fare and its facts for his layman readers. 
He does not sensationalize nor does he gloss 
over the horrible, the monstrous and the 
reasonably speculative angles of this form 
of warfare which conceivably might outdo 
atomic warfare for sheer frightfulness. 


He is Associate Professor of Bacteriology 
at Columbia University’s College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons. During the war he 
was head of the Air-Borne Infection project.

Theodor Rosebury sneeh tees thd eet 
er.than dead, nor can his death or suffer- 
ing be more lingering or painful, so far 
as I can imagine, than death or suffering 
inflicted by atomic energy toward the 
fringe of its immediate effects or by an 
injury from high explosive which leads to 
death slowly through prolonged suffering. 


BW would be used against plant life and 
animals (in order at least to inconvenience 
and possibly to starve a nation) as well 
as against persons. It would be a cheap 
form of warfare, since no large plants or 
great numbers of workers would be needed. 
Many technical difficulties in the way of 
BW have been overcome but more than a 
few still exist. The best defense against an 
enemy's BW is the threat of retaliation. 


And there can be no effective defense once 
an attack is launched until the germ or 
germs employed are,identified. As a cheer- 
ing thought, BW research has led to new 
methods for prevention and treatment of 
diseases that might be used in war. 


Anyone who tends to be a hypochondriac 
may easily envision himself as in line with 
thousands of others waiting for from one 
to a dozen shots in the arm to give him 
immunity against the enemy’s microbes. 
There also is the discouraging thought ad- 
vanced by the author that the only sure 
defense against BW, A-bombs or any form 
of war is the establishment of a perma- 
nent peace. He feels that the United States 
has not yet even begun to try to come to 
an understanding with Soviet Russia. It 
would seem that he knows more about 
microbes than he does about Russians. Not- 
withstanding, his book is well worth 
reading.

HE recession, which began in the autumn, has been gathering 
momentum in the past eight weeks. While the effects here are 
still moderate, they are already so serious abroad that unless

Slow to Change. 


The deflationary measures 
should almost certainly have been 
reversed sooner. Even had they 
been reversed sooner, the forces 
of deflation would still have con- 
tinued to operate for a consider- 
able time. Now the deeper the 
deflation, the less easily can it be 
controlled and checked by such 
moderate and eubtle measures as 
‘the Federal Reserve Board can 
take by reducing its reserve re- 
quirements, reducing its sales of 
Government bonds, ceasing to 
drain gold from the rest of the 
world and then sterilizing it here, 
and the Treasury by reducing 
taxes and accepting a budgetary 
deficit. 

The critical question as to 
whether the modest recovery 
achieved in western Europe is to 
be sustained, and is not to break 
down in a depression, is now 
upon us. Almost certainly the fo- 
cal point of the danger is in Brit- 
ain and the sterling area. 

If our own recession is not 
checked, if at the same time Con- 
gress commits the error of reduc- 
ing the dollar funds available to 
the outer world — if on top of 
these deflationary conditions, new 
barriers are raised to imports— 
the general devaluation of the 
currencies ig almost unavoidable. 
If that happens, it will almost 
certainly bring on a deep depres- 
sion with- serious unemployment 
threvghout the western world. 


Lan’t Afford a Slump. 


In our own interest and that of 
the free world we must, therefere, 
address ourselves immediately to 
our own recession—to a prompt 
and decisive reversal of our de- 
flationary credit, monetary, tax 
and budgetary policies, and of the 
disposition in Congress to deflate 
world trade by new import bar- 
riers and fictitious economies in 
foreign aid. y 

But though this American re- 
versal is primary and essential, 
it "will not suffice. We shall have 
to face up to the fact that though 
the plan has pfovided 
much relief and has stimulated 
some recovery, it is operating to 
bring about a contraction of 
world trade and a general defla- 
tion.

Momentous Stakes. 


In the year ahead Europe must 
choose between recovery and fi- 
nancial independence — between 
maintaining a very modest rise in 
the standard of life and the 
elimination of the dollar deficit. 
The two goals of the Marshall 
plan, economic recovery and fi- 
nancial equilibrium in the ex- 
changes, are for the foreseeable 
future incompatible. We shall 
have to choose the one goal or 
the other, and now that economic 
conditions are deteriorating, that 
choice will have to be made much 
sooner than any one anticipated 
when the Marshall plan was 
adopted. 

There can be no question that, 
faced with this choice, we must 
desire to sustain the recovery by 
American measures to cover the 
European dollar deficit over a long 
period of time. For if we sacrifice 
the recovery in the Western 
world, we shall jeopardize the 
whole postwar political reconstruc- 
tion, and with it our own economic

Left Hand Gone, 


Tony Zale last Sept. 21 when he 
kept his arms close to his body 
and fought out of a half crouch.

Cerdan Punches to Head. 


Cerdan’s handlers apparently no- 
ticed that La Motta’s head was 
open for a right hand, for at the 
start of the second round, he start- 
ed punching for the head with his 
right and got in some good 
smashes before La Motta solved 
the attack and managed to evade 
th- blows. 

The round was Cerdan’s, how- 
ever, and, as it proved, was the 
only one he was to win during the 
fight which was remarkably clean 
and free from clinching and hold- 
ing. The men traded blows end- 
lessly throughout. 


Cerdan kept up his right-handed | 


attack in the third round, but took 
a lot of solid left-hand shots from 
La Motta which reddened the 
champion’s ribs. They stood head 
to head during the round and 
punched, giving and taking about 
equally so that the round appeared 
even. 

After that, nowever, it was all 
La Motta. He kept his left hand 
flicking constantly in Cerdan’s 
face and scored repeatedly with 
jabs to the body and to the head.

Right Blocked, 


Cerdan Just Stands and Takes It 


During the intermission, La Mot- 
ta’s friends shouted to his corner 
that the Frenchman’s left hand 
Was gone and to devote al] his 
time to catching Cerdan’s right. 
That La Motta did and he blocked 
most of the champion’s blows. 
Cerdan used his left hardly at all 
und when he did, it was only a lit- 
tle flicking maneuver, which made 
it clear that something was wrong 
because the left is usually a very 
potent weapon for Marcel. 

With the fear of the left re- 
moved, La Motta waded in and 
punished Cerdan severely with his 
own left and frequently crossed 
his right to the head. 

At the start of the seventh 
round, Cerdan retreated for the 
first time. La Motta, however, 
would give him no rest and kept 
on top, of Marcel all the time 
showering him with lefts and 
rights until the crowd wondered 
how Cerdan managed to remain on 
his feet. He just took the blows, 
being unable to start an offensive 
of his own. 

His left was gone, his right was 
blocked and all he had was a mid- 
dle into which La Motta was pour- 
ing a murderous fire of left hand 
shots. 

Cerdan, champion that he was, 
swung wildly with his right dur- 
ing the eighth round, but hardly 
landed a blow, just taking every- 
thing which came his way. 

Marcel a Weary Fighter. 

At the finish he was a very 
weary fighter and in the ninth he

He never lifted his head as the 
bell rang to start the tenth round, 
but when it was all over he got up 
to congratulate La Motta, throw- 
ing his arm over Jake’s shoulders.

NEW YORK, June 17 (UP)— 
Dr. Henry C. Sherman, professor 
of chemistry at Columbia Univer- 
sity, believes that some persons 
may be penalizing themselves in 
terms of health, efficiency and 
longevity. 

The new knowledge of the chem- 
istry of nutrition, he says, is “far- 
reaching in its potential benefits 
for human well-being.” 

Nutrition now offers definite 
promise,” he said, “that the qual- 
ity and duration of the life pro- 
cess—and so of the life history— 
can be improved.” 

Laboratory experiments over a 
period of years have shown that 
three nutrients are the keys to 
better health and longer life. They 
are vitamin A, calcium and vita- 
min C, 

“Increase in the quantities of 
these three substances above levels 
commonly accepted as adequate 
have resulted in significant gains 
among laboratory animals used 
for the studies,” he said. 

He urges that more Americans 
use more of the three nutrients.

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26 Pct. of Children Tested Here 
Found to Have Defective Vision 


Methods Used in St. Louis to Be Basis for 
National Eye- Examination Program — 
1216 Children in Survey. 


Of 1216 pupils in the first and 
sixth grades of 14 public schools, 
who were given vision tests in the 
last year, 319 or about 26 per cent 
were found in need of corrective 
measures, it was announced today 
by Dr. Lloyd L. Tate, director of 
the schools’ Health and Hygiene 
Division. 

The survey is expected to re- 
sult in a screening test, capable 
of being administered by non- 
technical personnel to large 
groups of children throughout the 
nation, which will result in a high 
degree of accuracy. 

It was sponsored by the United 
States Children’s Bureau, the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness and the Missouri De- 
partment of Health, in co-opera- 
tion with the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine’s ophthal- 
mology division. 

St. Louis Chosen. 

The St. Louis school system was 
chosen to test the various methods 
of detecting eye defects because 
of its central location, the size of 
its enrollment and its division of 
health and hygiene whose staff 
helped administer some of the 
tests and instructed teachers in 
others. 


After the 1216 pupils were sub- 
jected to the various testing meth- 
ods, they were sent to the division 
of ophthalmology at the Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine 
for clinical testing. 

Dr. Tate said the clinical check 
followed closely the results ob- 
tained in the schools but the meth- 
od that will be recommended for 
nation-wide use from among the 
ones tried out will be determined 
by the sponsors of the project 
after results are studied. 


Dr. Marian M. Crane of Wash- 
ington, a representative of the 
Children’s Bureau, explained last 
year the purpose of the survey 
was to evaluate the method best 
suited to large groups of children, 


“Our purpose is to find the 
method that will most accurately 
determine which children should 
be sent to eye doctors for treat- 
ment. We want to learn what 
tests pick out too many, as well 
as too few, children for medical 
treatment. Over-referral is almost 
as bad as under-referral,” she said. 

Dr. Tate said the tests revealed 


defective vision in many children 
who had not before been aware 
of their difficulty in seeing. “Some 
of them, when fitted with glasses, 
were astonished to realize they 
could see the blackboard for the 
first time from where they were 
seated,” he said. 


As it was felt necessary to get 
parents’ consent before examining 
the children, not all children in 
the grades mentioned were exam- 
ined. However, Dr. Tate gaid his 
division plang to examine all stu- 
dents in all elementary schools 
beginning this fall.

Some Already Gone 


Float Trips May 
Pass Into Oblivion 
By Leonard Hall 


T HERE’S an adventure which should be ex- 


perienced at least once by every Missou- 
rian who loves the out-of-doors. It is unique 
to this state and one in which some of us have 
aH: age participated for 
z AN ny Vt yp many years; indeed, 
vi Bry, it has often been

column. This ad- 
venture is to float 
ane of our swift- 
running, clear - wa- 
ter Ozark streams 
in a native “john- 
boat” handled by a 
native Missouri riv- 
erman. An impres- 
sion exists that you 
must be a fisher- 
man to enjoy this 
sport; and it is 
probably true that 
the majority of men 
and women who take part in it do enjoy fishing. 
Yet there are a hundred other things to make 
the trip worthwhile. 

It is well to write the story of floating the 
Ozark streams at this time; for the sport has 
already become history on many of them and is 
in danger of passing into oblivion on the rest. 
The St. Francis river, long legendary for its 
monstrous largemouth bass, is today a lake 
created by the Wappapello Dam. On Memorial 
day weekend this year, cars loaded with motor 
boats of every description rolled down Highway 
21 past the field where I was plowing, on the 
way to the new Clearwater reservoir created 
by the damming of Black river. 

* * 

THESE DEAD-WATER IMPOUNDMENTS 
provide both fishing and recreation; but of a 
kind which can never be compared for a moment 
with that which the impoundments destroyed. 
North Fork of White river—now Norfork lake— 
has the same story to tell; unusual fishing for 
a few years which now begins to taper off. A 
letter from Jim Owen, mayor of Branson and 
chief outfitter for the famous White river, is 
titled “The Swan Song of a Great Stream” and 
begins, “It is with a heavy heart that I prepare 
this message in regard to the famous White 
river float trip. Due to construction of Bull 
Shoals Dam by the Federal Government, this 
wonderful 150-mile stretch of water will soon be- 
come another man-made lake.” 

There are still left for those of us who love 
to pitch our tents beside the crystal streams, the 
Gasconade and Piney, upper Meramec, the White 
and James, and the famous Current. Nor must 
I omit Jack’s Fork, loveliest of them all, but 
a stream so smal] it can only be floated in June 
when the waters are flush and the river running 
high. Yet it must be said that every one of 
these is today in danger of being destroyed by 
the dam program of the Army Engineers. As 
Jim Owen aptly put it, “Yep, I guess we can 
operate a boat dock and take care of fishing on 
the lake, but to this old hill-billy, it will never 
come even close to an ‘Ozark Float Trip.’ So 
hurry, because time is running: out on us.”

LAST SUMMER the farm kept Mama and me 
so busy that we had to be satisfied with casting 
for largemouth bass over on our pond and wading 
little Saline Creek with a light rod for panfish 
and an occasional smallmouth. This year we de- 
cided it must be different and we're certainly off 
to a flying start. Early in the spring a letter 
came from Garland Winterbottom at Eminence 
that he and Albert Russell had teamed up to 
form the Ozark Boating Co. to outfit trips on 
Current river, Jack’s Fork and the Eleven Point. 
This led to an answering letter and it wasn’t 
long before a trip was shaping up for the second 
week in June. It was agreed that we'd run 
Jack’s Fork if it was high enough to float the 
commissary boats; and would otherwise float 
whatever stretch of the Current that Garland felt 
might offer the best fishing. We would make a 
party of three couples, with Glenn and Lexie 
taking their canoe. 

* 


* * 

WE FOUND on the eve of departure that the 
Current was high and too muddy for good fish- 
ing; but that if all went well, the Jack’s Fork 
float could be made without difficulty. And this 
was exactly what we wanted. This small stream 
rises at the point where Howell, Texas and 
Shannon counties meet, actually in the south- 
east corner of Texas county. It flows down a 
narrow, precipitous valley for some 50 miles, to 
join Current river below the town of Eminence, 
Along the upper reaches are few farms, but 
every mile or two a spring of considerable size 
or a creek adds its volume to the main stream. 
The watershed is in a State Fire Protection 
District, which materially slows the runoff and 
helps to check gravel erosion. This means a 
fairly stable flow and plenty of cover along 
the banks and in the stream itself, with a result- 
ing high fish-carrying capacity. There is little 
bank fishing, as we know it on most Missouri 
streams; and since it can only be floated for 
short seasons, it is not overrun by float fisher- 
men. So we hoped for good fishing—and we 
found it. I'll describe the float in Sunday's 
column.

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The New Films

Filming Becomes Electra 


HE screen rendition of Eugene O'Neill's New England 
version of Greek tragedy, “MOURNING 


- screenwriter who produced and directed it, 
has done a beautiful job artistically, though 
I doubt if the work will have wide popular 
appeal. 

In his stage trilogy on the classic theme 
of incestuous revenge— Aeschylus strained 
through Freud—O’Neill took nearly five hours 

to tell his story of the Mannons, their guilt, and their 
retribution. Nichols in his original screen version reduced 
that to slightly less than three hours, tending to prove what 
many have suspected—that O’Neill’s mammoth plays were 
overstuffed and could be easily reduced to ordinary playing 
time. The version showing here has been further cut, to two 
hours and one minute. The cuts are smooth and leave no 
rough edges. But they have pared down the play to its very 
core, so it is one unbroken series of climaxes, with the story 
_line kept at terrific intensity throughout. O’Neill had no 
comedy relief, outside of one or two lines, it is true, but the 
big scenes built up more gradually. Here each flames into 
white heat in a moment. As a result the tension is almost 
unbearable at times. There is no opportunity to relax and 
absorb, We progress from adultery to murder to revenge, to 
overpowering grief to guilty suicide to the outburst of in- 
cestuous fixations and bitter retribution so swiftly that it 
tends to overwhelm us by its enormity, perhaps to escape 
us in part. 

Nichols has been faithful throughout to the spirit of 
O'Neill, The Mannon house in Greek temple style perches 
high on a hill overlooking the New England seaport where 
rest the ships that founded the Mannon fortunes, It is, as 
O'Neill’s lines described it, like a sepulchre in a cemetery. 
The’ backgrounds are kept almost lifeless—even the few crowd 
scenes are subdued—so that with the dark photography, a 
brooding, unreal air permeates the film. Nichols apparently 
has not added a single line of his own to O’Neill’s manuscript 
—he has meticulously edited it, eliminating a few unnecessary 
scenes, such as the drunken chanty-man, but Mostly cutting 
the longer speeches of the characters to the bone. 

On first contact with his formula, the story is as 
coldly classical ag the white Grecian columns that hold up 
the Mannon cornice, There is none of the naturalism usually 
stressed in movies, so the cheracters seem remote, inhuman. 
The film seems a little dull ag it moves through the hatred of 
mother and daughter. But with the poisoning of Gen. Mannon 
as he spends his first night at home with the wife who loathes 
him after his return from the Civil War front, the dark mood 
takes hold and the scenes Mount to undeniable power and 
shocking impact, That it is able to remain grim and eloquent 
tragedy though drenched in violence and blood, and doesn’t 
puff to overblown melodrama under the intimate searching 
eye of the camera is due to the sustained pitch Nichols 
has drawn from a highly skilled cast. 


* x * 

Perhaps Katina Paxinou as the mother, Christine, gives 
the most valid performance, She has exactly that mask-like 
face which O'Neill proscribed for all the Mannons, She has on 
leash great controlled power which she releases with cunning 
perfection. Michael Redgrave as her son, Orin, at first seems 
over-acting with hig quivering, sulking mouth and tremulous 
air, but that is how O'Neill saw him, and it grows into a 
beautifully calculated performance. Rosalind Russell as La- 
vintR has a sweeping strength that makes it the best thing 
in her notable career. Raymond Massey ds Gen. Mannon, and 
Leo Genn as the vengeful lover, Capt. Brant are both equally 
excellent, Kirk Dougias, Nancy Coleman and Henry Hull com- 
pleté the cast. 

I'm afraid it was a mistake to show this on a double bi)! 
with an inconsequential comedy (“THE JUDGE STEPS OUT,” 
with Alexander Knox, Ann Sothern). I imagine many a shop- 
per, dropping in to rest her feet, will be amazed, shocked and 
confused by the wild outpourings of passion on the screen. 
Seems to me it would have better been shown on a two-a-day 
basis at a smaller house, like the Shady Oak, where the audi- 
ence would be psych6logically prepared for it.

Regular visits and long periods 
of confinement in a hospital are 
no novelty to Windle. In many 
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instances the nature of his case 
has demanded operations without 
the use of anaesthetic—the severe 
pain of which Windle describes 
very matter-of-factly. 

Windle has written an interde- 
nominational communion service 
used extensively by most Protes- 
tant ministers in his area, He finds 
time to be director of publicity 
for the Nyack Ministerial Associ- 
ation. Recently he wrote 4 cri- 
tique of Methodist beliefs which 
has been printed and sent to mem- 
bers of the Newark, N.J., Metho- 
dist Conference by order of Bishop 
Bromley Oxnam. He originated 
and conducts a religious radio 
forum—and is called one of the 
toughest sermon critics ever en- 
countered by graduate speech class 
alumni.

Fix It Yourself -

URING the course of an aver- 

age summer countless persons 

pour countless tons of con- 
crete to make countless sidewalks, 
garden walks, terrace and what- 
not. During the course of a win- 
ter, these concrete slabs often 
crack and this is unnecessary. 


Many concrete slabs crack be- 
cause the earth under them gives 
way and the concrete — sup- 
‘port its own weight. can be 
avoided by making sure that the 
earth under the sidewalk is well 
packed before the concrete is 

ured. Another cause of crack- 

is that the ground under the 
sidewalk is not well drained. 


Water collects under the con- 
erete and when it freezes during 
the cold weather it heaves up your 
walk and the cracks start crack- 
ing. The way to get around this 
is either to pour the concrete over 
earth that is natu well drained, 
or pour in a base of gravel about 
six inches deep and then put your 
concrete on over this. The gravel 
allows the water to drain away 
from the concrete. . 


Many sidewalks crack because 
no allowance was made for expan- 
sion. Cracks due pe ees can 
be eliminated by i ing expan- 
sion joints every six feet or #0. 
These can be made by pouring the 
walk in sections six feet long 
and placing a strip 6f tar paper 
at each joint. When the concrete 
is hard the tar paper is left in

e had quite a discussion yes- 
terday over the Federal State Ar- 
ticle, which is an article made 
necessary for the United States, 
at least, by our Constitution. Un- 
der the Constitution, our Federal 
Government enjoys only such 
rights as are delegated by the 
states, with the states retaining 
the other rights. But the Federal 
Government alone has the right 
to make and adhere to treaties. 

Therefore, a clause that recog- 
nizes these constitutional limita- 
tions must be included in any 
covenant to cover our situation. 
The same thing holds good for 
states with gen i paar ae 

FOR INSTANCE, the United 
Kingdom has granted certain co- 
lonial states constitutions under 
which they to consult them 
before unde ing any interna- 
tional agreement for them. This 
is a constitutional limitation on 
what the United Kingdom can un- 
dertake. Therefore, if it is not 
recognized in a colonial clause, the 
United Kingdom could not adhere 
to a covenant until it had consult- 
ed all of its possessions with 
whom it had entered into this 
agreement. 

This might slow up accession by 
all colonial powers to many cove- 
nants and we are, I think, obliged 
to face the realities of the situa- 
tion rather than to write cove- 


nants for an ideal situation in an - 


ideal werld. 

Our federal state article passed, 
but on the other article it was de- 
cided to transmit it with the re- 
marks of the various delegates to 
the governments for comment. 
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ON TUESDAY evenitig I went 
to Brooklyn to speak at a meeting 
of the Nati Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
people. I must say I was a little 
shocked by some of the things I 
heard there about action taken by 
the police regarding certain cases 
in which members of minority 
groups were ifvolved. 

It is, of course, always true that 
people vested with authority over 
other people must exercise great 
self-control themselves, otherwise 
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they are apt to use their authority 
arbitrarily. There are good and 
bad policemen as there are good 
and bad citizens without such 
authority. . 

I can remember the impression 
I gained from the head of a state 
prison camp I visited in Georgia 
some time ago. This man walked 
about carrying a whip in his 
hand, with a long heavily knotted 
lash, and as he talked I could not 
help thinking that I would not 
be very happy if I were complete- 
ly under his control!

Phillies’ Third Baseman Heralded 
By Some as ‘Another Pie Traynor'—

Willie’s heart was heavy and he 
was homesick, but his pulse quick. 
ened when Carolyn, his bride, 
joined her man in distress. She 
stepped off the train, embraced 
him and, just as though a string 
of 41 hitless trips to the plate 
meant nothing, squeezed hig arm 
and said: “I’m going to the apart- 
ment to bake a cake for you, 
honey; you go out there today and 
hit a home run for me.” 

That afternoon Puddinhead hit 
a home run/and for good measure 
two singles.
